bill in as follows: 


"That BO much of the act approved 


July 14,1890, entitled 'An act directing 
the purchase of silver bullion and the 
issuance of treasury notes thereon and 
for other purposes,' as directs the sec- 
retary of the treasury to purchase from 
time to time silver bullion to the aggre- 
gate of 4,500,000 ounces, or so much 
thereof as may be offered in each 
month, at the maket price thereof, not 
exceeding $1 for 371.25 grains of pure 
silver, and to issue in payment for 
such purchases treasury notes of the 
United States, be and the same is 
hereby repealed 


"And it is hereby declared to be the 


policy of the United States to continue 
the use of both gold and silver as 
standard money, and to coin both gold 
and silver into money of equal intrinsic 
and exchangeable value, such equality 
to be secured through an international 
agreement or by such safeguards of 
legislation us will insure the mainten- 
ance of the parity in value of the coins 
of tne two metals, and the equal power 
of every dollar at all times in the mar- 
kets and in the payment of debts. 


"And 
it is hereby further declared 


that the efforts of the government 
should be directed to the establishment 
of such a safe system of bimetallism as 
will maintain at all times the equal 
power of every dollar coined or issued 
by the United States in the markets 
and in the payment of debts." 


This means the unconditional repeal 


of the bulhon purchase act, commonly 
known us the Sherman law. It shows 
that on the groat financial issue, which 
overshadows nil others, there is no dif- 
erenco between the Democratic leaders, 
Senators Voorhees and McPherson and 
the liepnblicans, Sherman, Allison, 
Morrill and Aldrich. 
The policy of 


the government, us declared in the 
Sherman bill, is the same us that laid 
down in the repeal bill, so it means 
nothing more nor less than uncondi- 
tional repeal and no true friend of 
of silver will vote for it. Platitudes, 
such as political platform makers use, 
will not answer in acts of congress. 
The people are not in a mood to brook 
such nonsense at present, and a declar- 
ation iu n bill that it is the policy of 
the United States to use gold and sil- 
ver us standard money, and to coin 
both into money of equally intrinsic 
and interchangeable value, such equal- 
ity being secured through an interna- 
tional agreement, amounts to nothing. 
The Sherman act declares it to be the 
policy of the government to maintain 
gold and silver at ti parity and the Ghi- 
oatt"* platform declares for the coinage 
of both metals without discriminating 
against cither or charge for mintage, 
yet what is the result ? The secretary 
of the treasury has suspended the coin- 
age of standard dollars, and the admin- 
istration elected on the Chicago plat- 
form repudiates its financial plank.

SYLVAN BEEOH (N. Y.), August 19. 


The people's party convention this 
morning adopted a platform, reitera- 
ting allegiance to the planks in the 
Omaha platform. 
They ask for safe 


and sound flexible national money 
which shall be full legal tender, with 
free and unlimited coinage of silver 
and gold at a ratio of 16 to 1; for an 
increase in the circulating medium fifty 
per cent per capita, establishment of 
postal savings banks, and government 
ownership of the telegraph and tele- 
phone lines and railroads. The plat- 
form declares that the present distress 
is dae to lost confidence induced by the 
wail of capitalists over the exportation 
of gold, and the urgent demands of 
bankers for the issue of more govern- 
ment bonds. 
The platform further- 


more demands the construction of 
public works for the unemployed; that 
the 8-hour law be enforced; state and 
municipal ownership of railroads and 
gas and electric lighting plants.

free coinage in America does not ad- 
vance the price of all silver bullion in 
the world, what is it good for t" That 
free coinage in the United States, which 
produces one-half the silver of the 
world, would advance the price of the 
metal the world over, can scarcely be 
doubted. There is not gold enough for 
the commercial requirements of the 
world and silver or flat money must be 
used. If England should form a com- 
bination for the purpose of keeping the 
price of silver down, the United States 
could retort by keeping up the prices 
of articles which England must have 
and which we produce. 
Free coinage 


in America, whether it advanced the 
price of all the silver in the world 
at once to $1.2929 per ounce, would 
make money more plentiful in the 
United States, repopulate deserted 
mining towns, give an impetus to in- 
dustrial enterprises of all kinds, restore 
prosperity to the country and enable 
people to pay their debts. The issu- 
ance of greenbacks by the government 
did not advance the price of paper all 


.. ever the world, but, notwithstanding 


the great fratricidal struggle, made the 
United States the most prosperous 
nation on the globe. The free coinage 
of silver would do more to restore that 
prosperity than anything else yet sug- 
gested in the discussion of the ftnancia 
question and for that reason it woulc 
be a good thing whether it enhancec 
the price of silver in England, which 
does not produce any of the metal, or 
not. 


A New Scheme. 


NEW YOBK, August 19.—The City 


Bank of Buffalo has devised a new 
scheme for temporary relief "from the 
financial stringency. Briefly 
stated 


the plan is for the City Bank to issue 
New York drafts in uniform sums of 
$1, $2, *5 and $10, payable to bearer, 
and let them be passed from hand to 
hand as cash till it becomes convenient 
to redeem them in governmen currency. 
Being drawn to bearer, no indorsement 
will be needed to pass title, and being 
drawn on New York they have both 
the collaterals deposited with the local 
Bankers' Association and the money 
on deposit in New York to secure the 
holders against loss.

Senator Ingalls appeared as the orator 
of the day at the state encampment of 
the G. A. R.,fully 15,000 people listening 
to him. He referred to the recent

Set that crowd of know-nothings that 
recently held a convention in Chicago 
get in their work on the laboring 
classes. Of course we know that if 
silver was restored to the standard it 
occupied previous to 1873, it would 
lelp the middle classes, but I do not 
see why congress should legislate for 
,hem. 
I should think they could see 


as our most worthy president does, 
;hat capital should be protected. We 
must destroy the money power of sil- 
er, and that will make money scarce. 
The money you sent I could loan at 12 
3er cent now, but I think by the help 
of our friends and the eastern papers 
we will be able to keep those fellows 
!rom influencing the masses until we 
can get the Sherman act repealed, then 
we will have everything our way. The 
people out here want $2 and $3 for 
iwelve hours work, but we can make 
jhem change their minds in a very 
'ew months, because they have got to 
ire, and rather than starve they will 
lave to come down to $1 or $1.50 per- 
lay. 
We can make them come to our 


>rices. 
We have the military to 


lelp us and we know that Mr. Cleve- 
and will order them out if the people 
;ry to maintain what they call their 
rights. We can work^them just as 
Carnegie did. If they should rebel we 
3an have them shot down, and I tell 
•on, old friend, the thought of their 
wives, mothers and children being shot 
lown makes them very submissive. 
Yon ask me how the people are on 
he silver question out west. Well, in 
)enver I could not get much satisfac- 
;ion, but here in Beno, Nevada, the 
lass that has to depend on day's pay 
are against us, but most all moneyed 
men and those holding positions under 
he state or national governments are 
with us, and are helping us all they 


n. 
The only thing that bothers me now 


s, I am afraid the south and west, 
working together, 
may be strong 


enough to keep the infamous Sherman 
act in force, but the dear old east will 
stand by us. We must divert atten- 
tion from this money question and try 
and get the people divided on tariff re- 
form or something else. Anything will 
do so they do not become wedded to 
the depreciated silver dollar. I have 
seen some of the best silver producing 
mines, and must admit that they 
cannot produce silver for 75 cents per 
ounce. It is much more work than I 
had any idea of. I thought silver was 
mined as they quarry out marble in 
Vermont, but the silver, or the rock 
that has silver in it, seems to run in 
narrow veins or streaks and they have 
to mine about ten times as much waste 
rock as they do of ore, so I believe 
the mines will have to close down. 


Do not read this to the boys on 


'change because they might think thatl 
had the white metal fever a little. I 
just make this statement to show that 
if we can repeal the act of 1890 it will 
make us that much better off because 
wheat, wool and other products of the 
farm, will decline just as far as silver 
falls, and the debts which 500 bushels 
of wheat would pay last year, now re- 
quire 20 tons. Under this bright oat- 
look I think it best not to be in too big 
a hurry to loan our money. I am sat- 
isfied that by the time winter comes on 
the people will be so hard pressed for 
money that they will give us most any 
interest we may ask.
